‘Whoever, in 
either House, gratifies some personal 
whim te the extent of defeating or 
even postponing this measure will in- 
cur the gravest responsibility. 

We exhort every man who professes

carrying through as promptly as possi-

A SMALL hand-bill, circulated gratu- 
itously in the interest of delinquent 
tax-payers, is making much ado about 
an imaginary ‘“‘ring,’’ which it locates 
on Madison street. Why /does it not 
give the public a glimpse or two of the 
real “‘ring?”’’ It might appear that 
the secret of its hostility to the issue of 
$500,000 bonds for the relief of the city 
lies in the fact that such issue would 
doaway With all thechances of a further 
issue of scrip, and in a little while 
compel parties indebted to the city, 
in taxes or otherwise, to 
pay up in currency or its equivalent. 
The public can readily see why those 
who decline to pay their indebtedness 
at seventy-five cents on the dollar, or 
_less, are mad in opposition to any fair 
means of placing the financial affairs 
of the city on a solid cash basis. They 
can also see why some of the same 
shrewd little clique who 
scrip short at fifty should oppose 
its reaching par. In these days 
of “rings” it is well that all “ rings” 
should be aired, and therefore we 
bring out the tax-payers “ ring,’’ 
that all may see and admire its; 
beauties. The hand-bill has much to 
say against bonds, but points out no | 
other means of relief. To evade pay- | 
ment of taxes and share in the public | 
spoils, the leeches of which it is the | 
exponent, would drive the city into 
bankrupicy. They oppose a measure 
which their delinquences have made a 


necessity. What have they to offer 
in its place that will be alike 
fair to all classes of citizens? We can

has attracted the attention of the 
Southern people. It is being discussed 
in every Southern State. Colonel J. 
M. Wesson, President of the Missis- 
sippi Agricultural Association, in a 
recent address says: ‘‘ Sheep are more 
easily raised than any other kind of 
stock, and they yield two crops a year, 
one of meat and one of clothing, and 
the finest wool ever exhibited and 
tested and reported upon, was raised in 
Mississippi—the prine’ple is that the 
finest wool is raised upon green grass— 
therefore the sheep that is fed all the 
year round upon green grass will yield 
the finest wool, the blood being equal.”’ 
We have recently read a very interest- 
ing and instructive article on ‘‘ What 
shall wedo? Sheep husbandry recom- 
mended,” by F. G. Rurrin, of Vir- 
ginia. We wish we could give the 
whole article in our columns, but its 
length prevents us from so doing. We 
will, however, give some of the facts 
stated by Mr. Rurrin, which will be 
of great interest to our agricultural 


readers. Mr. RvuFFIN- gives 
as his opinion that it will be 
many years before we will get 


available labor with which to cultivate 
our lands as formerly, and that, there- 
fore, we must use some substitute. 
Sheep growing he believes to be the 
most profitable business the Southern 
farmers can engage in, because it re- 
quires less labor and expense than any 
thing else. Our worn-out lands can be 
used profitably in raising sheep, be- 
cause they will grow rye, oats, clover, 
and some other grasses. Every year, 
as pasture lands, they will improve, 
and be able to sustain more sheep. He 
mentions a remarkable instance in 
English history, which goes to 
confirm his view of the subject. 
Mr. RUFFIN says that sheep will do 
well for many months upon the de- 
spised broom sedge, which so many 
men consider the staple crop of West 
Tennessee. The manure from sheep, 
if properly husbanded, will be of nearly 
as much value as the food which they 
consume, To raise sheep profitably 
they must be taken care of and pre- 
served from the wolves and dogs. 
This may be done by getting trust- 
worthy shepherds: and faithful 
Would it not be 
well for some of our agricultural 


societies or industrial associations to 


make arrangements to get such dogs 
from New Mexico or Texas, where 
they are in great abundance. Before 
we attempt sheep raising on anything 
like an extensive scale, our farmers 
must prepare their pastures and their 
houses for the protection of the ‘sheep 
in extremely cold weather. Mr. Rur- 
FIN states that he purchased 
$873 70 «worth of sheep, and in 
one year sold $1,084 55 worth of 
wool and mutton, and had on hand 


#45 worth of sheep. This was done on 
one hundred and sixty-five aeres of
